CHICAGO, Juno 30.—Advices lo the 


Associated press from various points in- 
dicate that tho railroad strike is spread- 
ing. President Debs is issuing orders 
to strike iii almost every section, and 
they aeem to be very generally obeyed. 
It is claimed on behalf of the railroad 
companies that tho movement will cul- 
minate1 today, and that tlie lessening of 
traffic on Sunday will enable them to 
organize their forces more essentially. 
On the other hand Sunday's rest will 
turn loose thousands of workitigmea in 
other lines, and it is feared that the ac- 
tion of hotheaded men may result in 
greater disorder. 


The situation at Chicago is worse to- 


day. The stock yards are practically at 
a standstill, stopping tlie movements of 
dressed meats outward and live stock 
inward. The Illinois Central suburban 
service, which carries more people to and 
from business in Chicago than any 
other liiie, is comolctely tied up, and in 
fact tlie blockade extends practically 
tverywhere. 


The General Managers' association 


today issued a statement saying the 
companies liavp no idea of entering Into 
a compromise with the strikers on any 
basis whatever. The men who are now 
>» strike arn considered to have re- 
jigned their positions. Any men who 
desire employment under the railroad 
companies centering in Chicago, and are 
competent, will be furnished positions 
and be afforded all the protection that 
lies hi the power of tho companies, 
police, sheriff and State militia. Men 
are now being hired in the East and 
brought to Chicago. 


CHICAGO, June 30.—The Post sum- 


marizes the strike as follows: Violence 
lias become a feature of the American 
Railroad Union strike on almost all 
roads centered in Chicago. President 
Debs, from headquarters, talks peace, 
while delaying trains and smashing 
windows and stoning trainmen and pas- 
sengers. The result IB that there is a 
more complete tie-up than ut any time 
since tho strike was begun. In many 
instances no attempt is made to take out 
trains that are made up, because of.lack 
of protection for tho passengers and 
crews, but there has been no weakening 
on the nail of tho General Managers' 
Association. 


It realized that the supremo test of 


strength lins come, but it claims that 
the teat is now between the government 
and tho riofors, It is ready to run its 
trains if protection is given them, and 
Unit is a mattir for regularly constituted 
ollicials to attend to. It is no longer a 
matter of handling trains, but of ob- 
serving peace, itnd Sheriff Gilbert and 
United .States Marshal Arnold aro tiie 
onea who are working today, llotli ad- 
mit tho situation is critical, and both 
claim to be doing nil in their power to 
maintain order.

whether the government is merely in- 
terested in the running of trains on 
roads in tho hands of receivers. Uncle 
Sam has interests involved in the strike 
on every one of the roads, and he pro- 
poses to protect these interests at all 
liw.ards. He has been dnuvii into the 
trouble, and appearances indicate that 
lie is going to lake an active hand in the 
affair. The strike ittwK in spreading 
with startling rapidity, and is almost 
every hour accompanied by acts of vio- 
lence. It threatens now to include tlie 
cable and elevated roads, although 
there is no kiiown reason why men in 
these roads should go out unless Debs' 
intention is to declare war on the 
public. 


Tho Hock Island strike, which was

nit. Railroad companies ns Common 
carriers and as special carriers of 
United States mails are under obliga- 
tions to the public which they liave no 
right to abrogate, so long as it can possi- 
bly be avoided, in carrying on a contro- 
versy with their employes. In other 
words, they should to the extent of 
their ability fulfill their obligation to 
the public and use such other means as 
they can command in the contention for 
their rights tie private ownure. In re- 
Fusing to carry the mails except upon 
their own terms they have clearly made 
the obligation which they owe to the 
public and to the government sub- 
servient to their private interests. As 
semi-public institutions the railroad 
companies have no riuht to ignore the 
interests of the general public. 


Koi'LE whojiave had a hazy idea i 


regard to the meaning of the boycott as 
applied to business affairs have an illus- 
tration in the one now in progress in 
thia country that is calculated to leave a 
definite and permanent, idea of the thing 
in their minds for some time to come. 
The boycott carried to its logical and ap- 
parently possible conclusion means the 
confiscation of all the rights guaranteed 
by the government. Between the pow- 
ers assumed by the corporations and the 
boycottcrs the people who are neither 
millionaires nor trades unionists have 
very few rights left. It is to he hoped 
that the present administration will de- 
velop the courage and, capacity to deal 
with the question made imperative by 
prerent conditions in a way that wil 
permanently take away from corpora- 
tions and boycotters the power to drag 
the whole country into their quarrels.

After rtii ineffectual attempt on Mr. 


Short'jB part to establish an objection, 
the witness was permitted to testify as 
to Sanders' version of the trading of 
Woollen's ranch. 
Sanders said that 


Knausch and Graves went into tho 
room whore Wootton was. 
Knausch 


laid down $20,000 in gold and eaid to 
Wootton: "I'm a man of fo\v words. 
Money talks. You want 150,000 for 
your "ranch. We will split tho differ- 
ence. Hero is $2 i.OOO and I will give 
you a check for $25,000." Wootton at 
hret refused, hut afterwards the trade 
waa made. 


Witness next saw Panders on March 


10th, two miles east of Heeuloy, and had 
some conversation with him in regard to 
the disappearance of Wootton. Sanders 
said: "Have you heard 
from 'Uncle 


Hilly' today?" 'Witness answered "no," 
and Sanders said he had received a 
letter from Wootton, who was sick witli 
dysentery. Two days before that wit- 
ness had received n letter enclosing 
what purported to be a clipping from a 
letter by \Voolton, tolling Sanders to 
give witness credit. 


The letter from Sanders with the clip- 


ping was produced and identiOcd. Mr. 
Short objected to the introduction of 
the documents, but tho objection was 
overruled. He then made an objec- 
tion to the reception of a fragment ol 
a letter without the remainder, but the 
court made the game nil inc. 


Witnese resumed that he told San 


tiers that he could not understand the 
clipping. Wootton had instructed San- 
ders in this clipping to give witness 
credit for $75, and no such amount was 
owing. Witness said to Sanders that 
Wootton was netting very liberal. San- 
uerd eaid that he had written to Woot- 
ton at Los Angeles, San Bernardino and 
Biirstow, and lie expected a letter froi 
each of them iu a few days. Witnei 
subsequently received H letter, which ho 
identilied. 


The letter to Wiseman was in tho 


same violet ink ns other letters alleged 
to bo from Wnotlon, and was dated San 
Bernardino, March 11,1894.
